Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  ihe  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1954,  during  which  period  Dr.  H.  Russell  was  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  Death  rate  rose  from  9.74  per  1,000  in  1953  to  11.29  per 
1,000  in  1954.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  again  Cardio- 
vascular disease  and  Cancer  with  160  and  54  deaths  respectively. 

The  Birth  rate  remained  almost  the  same : 1953 — 16.85  and 
1954—16.46. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  fell  from  35  to  26  per  1,000  live  births. 

Measles  was  again  the  most  prevalent  infectious  disease  (223 
cases)  with  dysentery  following  second  with  78  cases.  No  confirmed 
case  of  diphtheria  occurred  which  means  that  Blaydon  has  been  free 
from  this  disease  since  1949,  when  one  case  was  confirmed. 

The  only  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  were  6 from  Lung 
Tuberculosis  and  one  from  Acute  Poliomyelitis.  Death  from 
causes  involving  maternity  were  again  absent. 

Respiratory  Tuberculosis  rose  from  15  cases  (M  14,  F 1)  in 
1953  to  31  (M  15,  F 16)  in  1954.  This  increase  has  been  almost 
entirely  among  females  of  the  age  group  16-34. 

I am  much  obliged  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  Surveyor,  the  Chief  Financial  Officer,  and  the  Housing  Surveyor 
for  information  included  in  this  report. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  assistance  and  co-operation  in  compiling  this  report.

Any  requests  for  a Home  Nurse  should  be  made 
to  the  nurse  resident  in  the  district  or  to  the  County  Medical 
Uthcer's  Superintendent  of  Home  Nursing. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 

Clinics  for  school  children,  maternity  and  child  welfare  are 
provided  by  the  County  Council  at  various  centres  throughout  the 
district. 

Dental  and  Sun-ray  treatment  are  available  for  mothers  and 
children  at  the  Axwell  Park,  Blaydon  Clinic  which  is  the  main  centre 
in  the  district.

Water  Supply 

Except  for  14  houses  at  Stella  and  a few  isolated  houses  w’hich 
have  private  supplies,  all  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  are 
supplied  from  the  companies’  mains.  The  township  of  Blaydon  is 
supplied  by  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company  and  the 
remainder  of  the  district  by  the  Durham  County  Water  Board. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

-All  sewage  from  Blaydon,  W.inlaton  and  Stella  is  discharged 
untreated  into  the  River  Tyne. 

Sewage  from  the  remainder  of  the  district  is  treated  before 
being  discharged  into  the  River  Derwent. 

The  re-organisation  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  is  progress- 
ing and  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  December 
18th,  1[>54.  Tenders  are  being  obtained  for  that  part  of  the  scheme 
which  comprises  the  closure  of  the  obsolete  Whisky  Bridge  sewage 
disposal  works,  Rowlands  Gill  and  pumping  the  sewage  to  the 
modern  works  at  Lockhaugh  for  treatment. 

Closet  Accommodation 

During  the  year  96  water  closets  were  provided  in  new  houses ; 
11  ash  closets  and  4 privy  middens  were  converted  into  water 
closets  and  6 additional  water  closets  were  provided  during  alter- 
ation and  improvement  of  premises. 

In  houses  closed  or  demolished,  17  water  closets  and  2 privy 
middens  were  dispensed  with.

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Household  Refuse 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  three  3-ton  Dennis  and  two  3-ton 
Karrier  CK3  vehicles  were  operating.  One  Vulcan  3 ton,  16  years 
old  is  held  in  reserve. 

27  men  including  2 working  foremen,  one  at  each  depot,  are 
regularly  employed  on  collection. 
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2 men  are  regularly  employed  on  disposal. 

1 man  is  employed  in  the  Salvage  Depot  and  as  relief  loader, 
when  necessary. 

2 vehicles,  2 drivers,  10  loaders  and  1 tip  man  are  based  at  and 
operate  from  each  of  the  2 depots,  Winlaton  and  Chopwell.  1 
vehicle,  a driver  and  2 loaders,  based  at  Winlaton,  operate  in  all 
parts  of  the  district  cleansing  ash  closets  and  outlying  premises. 

In  certain  parts  of  the  district  where  the  houses  are  occupied 
by  miners  and  where  there  is  a larger  amount  of  refuse,  ash-bins 
are  emptied  twice  weekly.  In  all  other  parts  a weekly  collection 
is  made.

Comprising  15  houses  and  1 lock  up  shop  in  Victoria 
Street,  Blaydon  Haughs ; 33  houses  and  2 lock  up  shops  in 
Towneley  Street,  Blaydon  Haughs,  and  the  tenants  are  scheduled 
to  be  re-housed  lin  August,  196&. 

BLAYDON  (SUMMERHILL)  CLEARANCE  AREA  1953. 
Comprising  6 houses  in  Summerhill,  Blaydon,  by  the  end  of  the 
year  the  houses  were  vacated  and  all  the  tenants  re-housed. 

BLAYDON  (TOWNLEY  STREET,  ROWLANDS  GILL) 
CLEAR.ANCE  AREA  1963.  Comprising  30  houses  in  Townley 
Street,  Rowlands  Gill,  and  the  tenants  are  scheduled  to  be  re- 
housed in  September,  1966. 

BLAYDON  (BLACKHALL  MILL)  CLEARANCE  AREA 
1963.  Comprising  8 houses  in  Bewick  Road,  Blackball  Mill.  A 
publi  - enquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  on  the  3rd  February,  1954, 
and  the  order  was  duly  confirmed  on  the  8th  March.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  these  houses  were  vacated  and  the  tenants  re-housed. 

BLAYDON  (RECTORY  LANE,  WINLATON)  COMPULS- 
ORY PURCHASE  ORDER  1963.  The  area  comprises  10  houses 
in  Rectory  Lane,  Winlaton.  The  order  was  confirmed  on  the  8th 
March,  1954  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

Slaughter  Houses. 

Following  the  intimation  that  the  Council  would  be  responsible 
for  ensuring  sufficient  slaughtering  accommodation  would  be  avail- 
able in  the  district,  when  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  control  of 
slaughtering  came  to  an  end,  I met  representatives  of  the  Meat 
Trade  and  interviewed  those  who  had  slaughtering  facilities  before 
the  war. 

On  inspection  I found  that  of  the  12  private  slaughter  houses 
licensed  in  1939,  2 no  longer  existed  and  the  other  10  required 
alterations  and  improvement.  Seven  applications  for  licensing 
the  premises  for  use  as  slaughter  houses  were  received,  two  were 
refused  on  the  grounds  that  the  premises  were  unsuitable  and  the 
other  five  were  given  a detailed  list  of  works  required  to  bring  their 
premises  up  to  standard.  Three  were  subsequently  licensed. 

After  de-control,  supplies  were  plentiful.  Most  of  the  Meat 
Traders  made  arrangements  for  supplies  from  adjoining  districts. 

Since  the  three  slaughter  houses  started  operating,  every 
animal  has  been  examined  after  slaughter  and  where  possible 
antimortem  examinations  were  also  made. 

The  following  found  to  be  unsound  were  voluntarily  surren- 
dered and  so  disposed  of  to  prevent  their  use  for  human 
consumption.

44  shops  are  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  Ice  Cream, 
and  24  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
preserved  foods. 

Food  Shops. 

All  premises  used  for  the  preparation,  storage  and  sale  of  f'Hxl 
have  been  inspected  during  the  year.  Generally  the  hygienic 
standard  of  these  premises  is  fairly  good.  Most  of  the  shops  are 
prvoided  with  hot  and  cold  water  and  washing  facilities. 

The  small  corner  end  shop  is  still  a problem  and  it  is  difficult 
to  provide  proper  washing  facilities,  but  in  the  main  the  persons 
concerned  observe  some  hygienic  standard  in  the  handling  of  food.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

During  the  year  dwelling  houses,  business  premises  and  agri- 
cultural properties  have  been  visited  following  complaint  or  in  the 
course  of  survey  under  the  above  Act. 

The  bi-annual  treatments  of  sewers  were  carried  out  with  satis- 
factory results. 

Sewage  works  and  refuse  tips  were  treated  at  least  four  times 
in  the  course  of  the  year  and  where  necessary  additional  treatment 
was  given.  All  other  Council  properties  have  been  kept  under 
observation  and  treatment  given  where  necessary. 
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
